Of Well Known Citizen 
of Jefferson County. 

W. T. Clore, of Anchorage, Tells 
Interesting Story of His 
Past Life. 

The subject of this sketch, W. T. 
Clore, was born November 4th. 1X3<, 
on a .WO acre farm in Oldham county, 
Ky., near Brownsboro. He was one 
of a family of 14 living children, be- 
sides | couple of orphans thrown in 
for good count. His father was known 
the country over as "Uncle Jimmie 
Clore." His father with six brothers 
and three sisters came from Eastern 
Virginia in and settled on farms 
in Oldham county near each other 
and all raised large families, so that 
"tTncle Billy" was well provided with 
uncles, aunts and cousins. 

The following biographical sketch 
.is inTJccie Billy's own words: 

My father was owner of 25 head of 
negroes, but we boys had to go in the 
field with the negroes, sometimes 
carrying a hoe from end to end of 
corn rows, looking for a sprig of 
grass and weeds to cut. When the 
Clores first fettled on their farms 
their principal crop was corn, and 
that was made into whiskey and sold 
forl2>, ceutsper gallon, itbeing their 
only chance for money. When I fffcs 

for apple brandy, and when I gi 
up it was just as common to p 
around the "apple brandy toddy" 
fore breakfast as it was to eat. Many 
a time have I mixed up an appi 
toddy llavored with mint tor n 
father"s company.

It ismy de- 
light to view the corn in silk and 
tassel: and occasionally vet do I love 
to catch the fish from a beautiful 
pond in three hundred yards of my 
dwelling. 1 have strived to live as 
taught by my parents, to be honest 
in all my dealings with^my fellow- 
man, and to my church and God.—

nor whiskey as we had then. Wei 
I remember the second Sunday 
May in my boyhood days. They had 
what thev called "May meeting 
vices" in the old brick country 
church. Every woman would ha' 
new bonnet for May meeting, and 
that old church would be tilled with 
women and the yard with met 
coming horse back. At my home 
there was great preparations made 
for the May meeting; the early lamb, 
fat shoat, turkey, ham, hsh from the 
Ohio river which was cooked by black 
mammy, and from twenty-live to 
thirty guests coming on horseb ick 
would take dinner with us. God 
bless them good old days: when the 
good old aunties would visit my fath- 
er's home they never failed to have 
some cakes or candy in their old time 
ridicules for us children, and we were 
always glad to see them come, for we 
boys knew we were sure to get some- 
thing. Sometimes it would be a lump 
of maple sugar. Brother Cook was 
not the only one that had a sweet 
little mammy; I had a sweet little 
white mammy, and a big black mam- 
my too, and had to obey them. My 
mother never weighed over a hun- 
dred pounds. Many a time did I pick 
her up in my arms and dance i 
the floor, while my younger brother 
played the fiddle. This reminds 
when I was twenty-one years old; I 
was dressing early one morning to go 
to a show against my father's will. 
It was 4 o'clock a. m. when I began 
to dress, put on my boots, and began 
to walk around on the bare floor up- 
stairs. Thought I heard a cat com- 
ing up the stairs, I looked around 
and it was that little mother. With 
outstretched arms she clasped them 
around my neck, saying, "Oh! my 
son, William, you know not what you 
are doing; take your dear mother's 
advice and don't disobey daddy." 
That little mother melted me. I un- 
dressed and crept back in bed. When 
I went down to breakfast my father 
and the three younger boys were in 
a good humor, and before breakfast 
was over father says: "Boys, it is go- 
ing to be a fine d^y for fishing." We 
all went and such a pile of Bass. Red 
Eye. and New Lights we did catch! 
So I was obedient to my father the 
rest of his days. I received my 
schooling in a country school house 
situated in a beautiful woods' pas- 
ture near Brownsboro. Many a time 
we would see the squirrels playine 
around the door, and the wild pigeons 
would come by the millions, flopping 
their wings to fan the leaves off the 
beech-nuts so /they could dive down

wheat absolutely free from admix 
tures of other varieties. 

The plan described below is ont 
which has been found entirely prac 
tical and efficient in producing purt 
seed wheat. In addition, it is wheat 
breeding in its simplest form and 
variety of wheat handled in tr 
manner is certain to maintain its ex- 
cellence. 

Go into the field of ripe wheat witl 
abasket'and select enough of th 
best heads, true to the variety, fr 
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fully dry and thresh by hand. In the 
fall treat for smut as described in 
Bulletin No. 155 and plant on the 
best of the wheat land. TaKe pre- 
cautions to keep from mixing when 
harvested, and thresh after the main 
crop is threshed, discarding the first 
bushel or so, as it contains some 
wheat from the previously threshed 
crop. This wheat should be abso- 
lutely pure and will furnish sufficient 
seed to plant the main crop the i 



For the farmer who wishes to sell 
seed wheat he can guarantee to be 

the variety should become butslig 
ly mixed if care is taken to set asi 
the first few bushels when beginning 
the threshing. 

Another method of keeping a var- 
iety pure, which may be more easily 
followed, is to go over a small plot 
in the general field and carefully cut 
out all heads of foreign varieties. 
Cut and thresh the wheat from this 
plot by hand and use for the seed 
plot as in case of the head selection 
described aboye. 

It is advised not to attempt grow- 
ing too many varieties on a farm, as 
this greatly increases the difficulty 
of keeping each pure. It is better 
to find the best variety and endeavor, 
to keep it pure and improve it in 
other ways.

CHURCH CONTRIBUTIONS NOW 

No One Thinks of Putting Let« Than 
Five Cents in the Plate Now- 
Day of the Penny Gone. 

"ETervthiog has gone up," eald Mr 
Oraytop. "everything. Von take, for 
Instance, church contributions, the 
money that we put In when the plate 
is passed around. 

"Nowadays the minimum, the small- 
est amount that we could put in or 
that we'd want to put in would be 
five cents, a nickel, wouldn't It? 
Surely; no matter who it was, nobody 
would think of putting in less than a 
nickel now; but in my younger days, 
before the war, the standard contri- 
bution of the run of respectable per- 
sons of moderate means was one cent, 
a penny; and the contribution plate 
was commonly called the penny plate. 

"In those days, just the same as 
now, the plates were passed by dea- 
cons or other officers of the church, 
one to each aisle. Of course we had 
then, just as We do now, some in the 
church who had more money thr.n oth- 
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half-dime or a dime 
a half-dollar, and Bomet 
body wculd put in a bill. 
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not rich, as a mat- 
I no money except 
•arned. but though 
e were not rich we were self-respect- 
g. God-fearing people and 
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church quite a number of p 
fortably well off and two or 
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more people like us. 
"Of course we contributed some- 
thing more than pennies to the sup- 
port of the church, we paid our pew- 
rent at the fixed price and occasion- 
ally there were special calls when Wt 
contributed more, whatever we could 
afford or thought we ought to give, 
but our standard, regular contribu 
tions on Sundays were in pennies. Wc 
children took each a penny to Sun- 
day school. When the plate was 
paac-sd in church we rut pennies in 
that, 

"As we grew older our father would 
give more than one of us pennies tc 
put in the plate and then there was 
a larger contribution from our pew, 
but still in those days our church con- 
tribution, as I am trylcg to set forth, 
was in pennies."

CREATING THE FRANCHISE OR 
PRIVILEGE OFSTRINGiNG AND 
MAINTAINING WIRES ALONG 
THE STREETS, ALLEYS, PUBLIC 
WAYS AND OTHER PUBLIC 
PLACES OF THE TOWN OF JEF- 
FERSONTOWN, AND OF DIS- 
TRIBUTING AND SELLING ELEC- 
TRICITY BY MEANS OF SUCH 
WIRES, AND PROVIDING FOR 
THE SALE OF SAID FRANCHISE. 
BE IT ORDAINED BY THE 
BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF THK 
TOWN OF JEFFERSONTOWN: 

1. There is hereby created a fran- 
chise or privilege of stringing wires 
for the sale of electricity, along the 
streets, alleys, public ways and other 
public places of the town of Jeffer- 
sontown, and of constructing the 
necessary conduits and manholes i 
erecting the necessary poles for I 
installation of such wires. 

2. The person, firm or corporat 
which shall become the purchaser of 
this franchise, or any successor or 
assignee of such purchaser, shall 
for brevity, be hereinafter spoken o, 
as -'the company." 

3. The Company shall have the 
right to erect poles, to const 
conduits and manholes, ^.nd to string 
and maintain wires over or underthe 
streets, alleys and public places 
the town of Jeffersoutown, and the 
right to distribute aud sell electrici- 
ty through the said wires. 

4. This franchise or privilege shall 
contiuue for a periodof twenty years 
from and after the same shall be- 
come effective. 

5. It shall be the duty of the Sec- 
retary of this Board, as soon as prac- 
ticable after the passage of this or- 
dinance, to advertise for a period of 
not more than three weeks the sali 
of the franchise or privilege herein 
set out, and to sell the same at pub- 
lic auction to the highest and best 
bidder, at a time and place fixed in 

aid advertisements, in which adver- 
isemeuts the right to reject any 
ind all bids shall be reserved, and 
this Board, may at its next meeting, 
accept that bid which in its judg- 
;nt is the highest and best, 
i. The bidder to which said f ran- 
ise or privilege shall be awarded 
shall, within ten (10) days after the 
acceptance of its bid, pay the 
amount of said bid, in cash, to thi 
easurer. No bid for said fran- 

considered by said Board unless it 
be at least one hundred ($100.00) dol- 
lar's, which amount is fixed atthe up- 
:t price ot said franchise or privi- 
lege. 

All ordinances, or parts of or- 
dinances, in conflict with the provis- 
ions hereof, are hereby repealed. 

This ordinance shall take effect 
from and after its passage.
